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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-24 and 30 are non-statutory as failing to 
produce a concrete, useful, and tangible result. The amended claim reciting "machine reading the respective contents" and "machine 
assigning a label" does not produce a concrete or tangible result that is available in the real world. Merely assigning a label to a field or 
reading contents in a field is merely an abstract idea having no real world application and does not produce a tangible result because 
"reading" and "assigning" a label does not necessarily mean the label is displayed on the document which would produce a tangible result. 
Accordingly, the 101 rejections have been maintained. 

With respect to applicant's newly presented arguments regarding the effective date of the Rawat reference, Examiner believes US Patent 
6,981,028 does provide support for a label when the patent compares field name strings (i.e. labels) to the database of known field 
names (i.e. labels) in order to map the form and fill in appropriate user data. See column 15, lines 4-37. A field name string is the same 
as a label. 
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
